Don’t Be A Fire Chaser! 

It appears that one of the most popular pastimes those 
days is chasing the fire trucks. The last time the fire whistle 
blew, the street was swarming in no time with cars dashing 
wildly after the fire trucks. 

We have a volunteer fire department and the members 
respond to the call in their own cars. This should not be 
construed by the rest of us as giving us the right to chase 
along. In fact, it is a violation of the law to do so! Section 
15 of City Ordinance Number 343 says: 

RDLLOWING FIRE APPARATUS PROHIBITED: It shall 
be unlawful for the operator of any vehicle other than 
one on official business, to follow any fire apparatus 
traveling in response to a fire alarm closer than one 
block, or to park or drive any vehicle within the block 
where fire apparatus has stopped in answer to a fire 
alarm, unless directed so to do by a traffic or police 
officer 

The co-operation of the public will be appreciated by the 
fire department, the man that you sec hurrying to the fire will 
most likely be a volunteer fireman, in a civilian car and not 
in uniform. We haven't a police force of sufTcient number 
to rope off the scene of a fire and direct traffic like we see 
in Los Angeles. For that reason everyone should do their 
part by not hampering. 

Common sense tells up that chasing the trucks may ob¬ 
struct the work of tho firemen or delay the arrival of 
equipment and cause traffic tieups at the scene. Further¬ 
more, YOU might be tho victim of a serious traffic accident 
caused by wild driving. SO, PLAY SAFE—DON'T CHASE 
THE FIRE TRUCKS!

Within a few months after V-J Day nave been disappointed. Un- 
•mployment totals have not even begun to approach the figures 
they forecast, and what Joblessness there is can hardly be classed 
6s genuine. 

As a matter of fact, the lack of workers is becoming a critical 
bottleneck retarding production. In Detroit, for example auto¬ 
mobile manufacturers, though still worried about material shortages 
ere reported even more concerned about the dearth of manpower! 

Here in California the situation is not much different Al¬ 
though unemployment rolls are high, thousands of jobs are going 
begging. In these days, young people coming out of high school 
or college are not confronted with a discouraging labor market 
»uch as existed a few years ago.

Operotion of reliable, convenient public transportation 
service is of great importance to the continued develop¬ 
ment of Southern California and to the general welfare 
of its cities and residents. Pacific Electric is conscious of 
the fact that some of its service is still heavily loaded, 
particularly during rush hours. This condition is due pri¬ 
marily to the inability of manufacturers to deliver equip¬ 
ment ordered over a year ago. Deliveries of new coaches 
have been promised in near future, barring unforeseen 
deloys, and when received will be promptly placed 
in service.
